Nobody who watch­ 
es Congress and the politicians 
could have figured the program 
had a chance from the time 
Kennedy offered it once 
last February. 
He made no real fight for it, 
at least publicly. But he didn’t 
make much of a fight for it pub­ 
licly last year, either. 
Back Next Year 
And in Congress, which killed 
the program in 1962, there was 
astonishingly Little fuss about it 
this year although Democrats 
overwhelmingly outnumber Re­ 
publicans and Democrats had 
promised medical care in their 
1960 platform. 
Kennedy will hand it to Con­ 
gress again next year, when it 


could have been put through the 
House Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee—where it needs approval be­ 
fore going to the full House for 
a vote—if a couple of the IO Re­ 
publicans 
on 
the 
committee 
would vote for it. 
Democrats Defeat 
This skips over the fact that 
in the 25-man committee Demo­ 
crats outnumber Republicans 15 
to IO. With this a 3-2 edge, even 
with all IO Republicans against, 
again 1 the program could have sailed 
through 
if all 15 
Democrats 
stuck together and voted for it. 
They didn’t. McCormack said 
at least ll of the Democrats fa­ 
vored the bill, which meant four 
Democrats joined the Republi­ 
cans in being against it. 
But the Democratic chairman 
of the committee. Rep. Wilbur 
Mills of Arkansas, was against 
it and Mills is such a powerful 
man 
in 
Congress 
that 
the 
Kennedy administration hasn’t 
wanted to put any heat on him, 
even for medical care. 
Last year Mills’ group corn- 


tracked on the reforms in order 
to get the cuts. 
In the Senate last year, with

care bill was killed by a 52-48 
I vote, with 21 Democrats (17 of 
them Southern Democrats) join­ 
ing 31 Republicans to beat it.

Even at the very start of this 
year, before Kennedy sent his 
I program to the Capitol once 
more, McCormack expressed the 
j typical 
politician’s 
optimism, 
carefully hedged.
